HOME RULE COUNTY RETAILERS’ OCCUPATION TAX 

WHEREAS, County of Cook is a home rule unit of local government pursuant 
to Article VII, Section 6(a) of the 1970 Illinois Constitution; and 

WHEREAS, as a home rule county, County of Cook is authorized by 55 ILCS 
5/5-1006 to impose a tax upon all persons in Cook County engaged in the

As authorized by 55 ILCS 5/5-1006 (home rule county retailers' 
occupation tax law), a tax is imposed Countywide upon all persons in the 
County engaged in the business of selling tangible personal property at retail, 
at the rate of two and three-quarters percent (2.75%) of the gross receipts from 
such sales made in the course of such business. The tax shall be paid in the 
manner provided in such statute.

property transferred by such serviceperson either in the form of tangible 
personal property or in the form of real estate as an incident to a sale of 
service. The tax shall be paid in the manner provided by such statute.
